!• Claim 1 meets the requirements of PCT Article 
33 (1) . 

The subject matter of claim 1 differs from the 
prior art in US-B-6247413 in that the intermediate 
cross member has a recess through which the mount 
for the cross suspension or cross damping to be 
supported engages. As a result of this feature, 
in combination with the features of the preamble, 
the arrangement of the cross suspension or the 
cross damping above the intermediate cross member 
is implied. As a result the transverse and 
rolling movements are better controlled. 

Since none of the documents cited in the search 
report discloses or suggests such an arrangement, 
the subject matter of claim 1 involves an 
inventive step (PCT Article 33(3)).
